Headmaster  Field  of  Milton  Academy 
On  Sunday,  April  10,  Mr.  William  L.  W. 
Field,  Headmaster  of  Milton  Academy,  spoke 
at  the  evening  Vespers.  Mr.  Field  emphasized 
the  importance  of  a  sound,  general  prepara- 
tion now  for  future  life. 

While  some  boys,  said  Mr.  Field,  decide 
early  in  life  exactly  what  they  want  to  do 
later,  there  are  many  more  who  are  troubled 
during  their  school  and  college  days  because 
they  cannot  make  up  their  minds. 

Many  men  who  are  making  great  contribu- 
tions to  modern  society  today  had  never  heard 
of  the  jobs  they  are  now  doing  when  they  were 
school  boys.  But  they  did  work  hard  to  lay  a 
sound  basis  for  their  future  efforts,  regardless 
of  the  directions  which  their  careers  might 
take. 

Headmaster  of  the  Fessenden  School 

Mr.  Hart  Fessenden,  Headmaster  of  the 
Fessenden  School,  spoke  at  Vespers  on  April 
17.  Mr.  Fessenden  stressed  the  importance  of 
securing  a  thorough  knowledge  of  American 
history  as  well  as  a  good  understanding  of 
governmental  and  local  affairs. 

The  school  boys  of  today  in  a  few  years 
will  be  the  men  responsible  for  the  progress  of 
our  country,  and  it  is  up  to  us  to  prepare  our- 
selves now. 

America  is  greatly  in  need  of  men  familiar 
with  present-day  problems;  men  who  are 
aware  of  the  country's  needs.  American  school 
boys  are  sometimes  forgetful  of  this  fact,  and 
they  should  realize  that  preparation  for  the 
future  can  be  started  here  in  school. 

Rev.  F.  E.  Charrier  of  Sanjord,  Maine 

Reverend  Frederick  E.  Charrier,  rector  of 
the  North  Congregational  Church  in  Sanford, 
Maine,  was  the  speaker  at  the  Vespers  service 
on  April  24.  The  service  had  an  extra  appeal 
because  Mr.  George  W.  Adams,  the  school's 
oldest  living  alumnus,  also  spoke,  recalled 
some  of  the  old  traditions  and  stories  about 
the  early  days  of  the  Academy. 

Mr.  Charrier,  in  his  talk,  mentioned  the 
similarity  between  the  symbols  on  a  deck  of 
playing  cards  and  the  basic  forces  in  life.  He 
said  that  the  suit  of  clubs  represent  power  and 
force.  Spades  stand  for  peace,  the  agricultural 
background  of  a  people.  The  suit  of  diamonds 
symbolizes  both  inward  and  outward  beauty, 
and  one  must  never  permit  this  suit  to  dom- 
inate the  others.  The  last  and  most  important

On  Saturday,  May  21,  the  Governor  Dum- 
mer Stamp  Club  will  hold  a  joint  exhibition 
with  the  Deerfield  Academy  Stamp  Club  at 
Deerfield.  Several  members  of  the  Club  and 
Mr.  Barry,  faculty  adviser,  will  drive  to  Deer- 
field, arriving  for  a  luncheon  with  the  Deer- 
field Club.

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THE  NATIVE  AMERICAN  GAME

100  goals  to  win — but  the  team  leading  at  90  goals  might  advance  the  limit  to  avoid  too  short 

a  contest.    The  popular  length  o[  a  game  was  one  week. 


When  the  early  French  explorers  pushed 
their  way  into  the  St.  Lawrence  wilderness, 
they  found  the  Indians  playing  a  curious 
game.  The  implements  used  in  the  game  were 
curved  sticks,  strung  with  rawhide  at  one  end 
to  form  a  pocket.  With  these  the  Indians 
caught  and  threw  a  ball  which  was  leather- 
covered  and  stuffed  tightly  with  feathers.  This 
sport  served  the  aborigines  as  a  substitute  for 
war  and  as  a  method  of  testing  the  courage 
and  endurance  of  the  braves.  The  goals,  posts 
driven  into  the  ground,  were  set  up  miles 
apart.  Instead  of  teams,  whole  villages  were 
pitted  against  each  other,  and  a  game  might 
well  last  a  week.  Even  the  squaws  played  a 
part  in  these  contests,  urging  on  husbands  and 
brothers  with  shrieks  of  encouragement — in- 
deed, sometimes  with  blows,  as  the  illustra- 
tion suggests.  The  astonished  Frenchmen, 
fancying  the  stick  resembled  a  bishop's  staff, 
or  crozier,  named  the  game  La  Crosse. 

It  was  not  until  the  middle  years  of  the  last 
century  that  the  game  was  widely  adopted  by 
white  men.  The  first  white  teams  found  they 
were  no  match  for  the  Indians,  who  by  this 
time  had  removed  the  more  warlike  features 
of  the  game  and  had  made  it  a  team  sport 
rather  than  a  community  massacre.  The 
whites,  with  admirable  logic,  declared  that  all 
Indians  were  automaticallv  professionals.  Thus 
white  teams  could  win  championships,  quite 


unabashed  by  the  fact  that  there  were  half  a 
dozen  Indian  teams  superior  to  theirs. 

It  was  not  long,  however,  before  white  play- 
ers made  their  contribution  to  the  game.  In 
place  of  the  long  throws  (some  men  could 
throw  over  120  yards),  and  the  scrambling 
which  characterized  the  Indian  game,  short, 
accurate  passes  and  cleverness  in  stick  hand- 
ling became  the  order  of  the  day.  This  new 
and  more  exciting  style  of  play  quickly 
brought  Lacrosse  recognition  as  Canada's  na- 
tional game. 

From  Canada  the  game  spread  to  this  coun- 
try. It  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  the 
earliest,  if  not  the  first,  intercollegiate  athletic 
contest  in  this  country  was  a  Lacrosse  game, 
between  Harvard  and  McGill,  I  believe.  In  the 
1880's,  the  game  was  played  here  at  school, 
and  there  is  a  record  of  the  school's  having 
plaved  the  Harvard  Varsity. 

Of  late  years  Lacrosse  has  made  great  for- 
ward strides  both  in  popularity  and  in  tech- 
nique. Most  Eastern  colleges  and  an  increas- 
ing number  of  schools  are  playing  what  is, 
after  all,  the  native  x\merican  game.  It  has 
been  described  as:  "The  fastest  game  on  two 
feet:  the  dash  of  basketball;  the  crash  of 
football."  Certainly  few  who  have  played  La- 
crosse are  content  to  be  mere  supporters  of 
the  game — they  become  wild-eyed  and  dan- 
gerous fanatics. 
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EDITORIAL 


Progressive  Education,  which  has  been 
talked  about  so  much  in  the  past  few  years, 
has  many  advantages,  and  it  is  interesting  to 
compare  it  with  our  more  conventional  type 
of  education. 

If  you  ask  your  teacher  why  you  study  cer- 
tain subjects  which  you  know  will  probably 
never  be  of  any  real  practical  use  to  you  in 
your  future  work,  he  will  tell  you  that  the 
subject  is  only  a  means  to  an  end — that  end 
being  to  teach  you  how  to  think.  Progressive 
schools  have  the  same  purpose,  except  that 
they  employ  a  different  method. 

In  Progressive  schools,  the  teachers  first  try 
to  find  out  what  things  the  student  enjoys  do- 
ing most  and  also  what  things  he  does  best. 
On  this  basis,  the  pupil  is  given  all  the  oppor- 
tunities possible  to  advance  in  his  favorite 
fields,  the  theorv  being  to  let  the  student  en- 
joy himself  while  he  is  learning  to  think  with 
a  practical  goal  in  view. 

However,  Progressive  teaching  seems  to 
have  several  weaknesses.  If  a  student  is  asked 
to  do  onlv  those  things  he  is  proficient  in. 
which  is  all  well  and  good  as  far  as  it  goes,  the 
process  doesn't  develon  his  character  as  sound- 
ly as  does  work  which  is  difficult  because  it  is 
not  naturally  easy. 


Another  fault  lies  in  the  selection  of  the 
course  of  study  which  the  pupil  is  going  to 
follow,  because  if  the  teachers  do  not  happen 
to  discover  the  right  course,  the  student  will 
waste  a  lot  of  time.  The  whole  system  is  based 
on  this  selection,  and  it  must  be  correct.  Too 
much  depends  on  the  teachers'  ability  to  pick 
the  right  horse. 

If  Progressive  education  is  ever  going  to  be- 
come acceptable  as  a  universal  method  of 
teaching,  many  changes  will  have  to  be  made 
in  our  present  school  system.  Most  schools  try 
to  give  the  students  a  little  of  everything, 
while  Progressive  schools  tend  toward  special- 
ization. Is  specialization  a  safe  thing  in  one's 
early  education? 

It  is  obvious  that  there  are  many  good 
points  in  each  type  of  education,  but  it  ap- 
pears that  the  present,  more  conventional 
plan,  although  it  may  not  be  so  enjoyable  and 
attractive,  tends  to  train  students  so  that  thev 
will  be  ready  to  handle  future  problems.  How 
manv  of  us  can  know  today  what  jobs  we 
shall  have  to  tackle  twenty  vears  from  now?

Mr.  Kilbrith  J.  Barrows  of  the  Andover 
faculty  spoke  on  the  foreign  policies  of  the 
United  States  on  April  25.  The  lecture,  which 
was  held  in  the  New  Building  after  evening 
study  hall,  was  arranged  by  Mr.  Iglehart  for 
the  history  classes,  and  more  than  a  hundred 
boys  and  masters  attended. 

Mr.  Barrows  pointed  out  the  absence  of  any 
defined  foreign  policy  of  the  United  States  un- 
til recently  the  "good  neighbor"  policy  toward 
Latin  America  has  been  developed  by  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  along  the  lines  first  drawn  by 
Mr.  Hoover.  A  change  in  our  "dollar  dip- 
lomacy" has  been  evidenced  by  the  State  De- 
partment's tacit  approval  of  Mexico's  recent 
seizure  of  foreign  property. 

Outlining  our  policy  in  the  Far  East,  Mr. 
Barrows  showed  that  commercial  investments 
are  the  dominating  factor  and  that  we  shall 
probably  continue  with  our  unpointed  mud- 
dling-along  attitude  until  a  show  of  force  be- 
comes necessary  sometime  in  the  future.  Our 
current  huge  naval  armament  program  in- 
dicates this.  The  alternative  policies  of  eco- 
nomic boycott  and  isolation  have  always 
proved  untenable;  ineffectual  in  the  first  case 
and  unpopular  with  Americans  in  the  second.
